The fencing problem has always 
loomed up high to the beginner in 
raising sheep. 
It is not. however, a 
very difficult one if it is undertaken 
in an intelligent manner. 
It does not 
require heavy fence to hold sheep, 
but barbed wire will not make satis­ 
factory cheep fence. 
Most sh->ep raisers use a fence con­ 
structed of woven wire froth thirty to 
forty-two inches high with from five 
to nine horizontal wires and sixteen to 
twenty stays to the rod. 
Any fence j 
c oming inside these limits if put up J 
with a post each fourteen to sixteen 
feet will prove satisfactory for sheep. 
If a thirty-inch woven wire is used, 
it should have at least one barbed 
wire on top of it. 
It usually pays to 
put one or two barbed wires on top of 
the woven wire, however, as this will 
make a fence that A v i l l turn horses and 
cattle as w ell as sheep.
